Following Mr. Richard’s visit,, it is 

stated that the work of re-construct- 

ing the system in the district will 
start very soon and that two months 
at the latest will likely see the new 
systemiu operation. _ 

The original plan of service for the 
district contemplated one exchange 
at Blairmore as at present buat as the 

adoption of that plan would entail a 

very large extra expense, the govern- 

ment is now considering the advis- 
ability of installing three exchanges 
one at Frank, another at Blairmore 
and the third at Colemon with trank 
lines connecting the towns. If the 
original plan is adhered to, the old 
wires will be replaced by cables but 
if the new plan‘is adopted a series of: 
six or eight trunk lines will take the 
place of the multiplicity of single 
wites between the towns. If the lat 
ter plan is adopted the expense of 
re-covstruction will be much less 
while the service will be just as good 
and at sinaller cost to the subsriber.

four hour service will-be given.
